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tion which bu y ers are simply 
tired of. 
Du ring the first half of the 
196 0s, consu mer prices 
rose 
abou t one per cent annu ally , bu t 
after a fu ll y ear of U.S. partici­ 
pation in the Vietnam War, in 
1966, these prices ju mped 2.5 
per cent. 
This price inflation acceler­ 
ation climbed to ex ceed fou r 
per cent in 1969, and going 
into the 197 0s’ second qu arter 
the prices rose fiv e per cent. 
In the months since Ju ly the 
increase in consu mer prices, 
mainly on food and apparel, has 
been less rapid. 
In most y ears of the 196 0s, the 
rise in price 
of nondu rable 
goods closely paralleled the in­ 
crease of all consu mer goods 
and serv ices. 
One ex ception is that from 
195 9 throu gh 1966, the prices of 
d u ra ble goods a c tu a lly d e ­ 
creased slightly , bu t in the later 
y ears of the decade joined the 
trend 
with 
nondu rables 
and 
serv ices toward higher prices. 
In 1968 and 1969, the prices of 
du rables rose three per cent 
each y ear. 
A fu rther ju m p in du rables 
prices cam e with the annou nce­ 
ment from au tom akers 
that 
prices on 1971 cars will be hiked 
fiv e per cent. 
Au tos and parts sales con­ 
stitu te 45 per cent of all du r­ 
able goods sales. 
Price index es show that 
from 1965 throu gh 1969, 40 per 
cent of the increase in person­ 
al ex penditu res cam e from 
increased prices. 
In the second qu arter of 1970 
two-thirds of the sev en per cent 
increase in personal spending 
reflected higher prices. 
All of this emphasizes that 
throu gh Ju ne 30 of this y ear, in­ 
flation has not been checked as 
mu ch as some political spokes­ 
men wou ld like to hav e u s be­ 
liev e.

If y ou 
wonder why m ajor American 
au to m anu factu rers are pu sh­ 
ing mini cars so hard, the an­ 
swer, my friend, can be fou nd in 
consu mer sales statistics. 
In 1969, imports of small cars 
topped one million for the first 
time and, also setting a new 
record, the little imports ac ­ 
cou nted for 11 per cent of U.S. 
au to sales. 


Matters hav e not improv ed 
for U.S. au to m akers in 1970 
du ring the first six months as 
the percentage of sales cap­ 
tu red by foreign imports went 
u p to 14 and in Ju ly mov ed 
ev en higher. 


Meanwhile, sellers of U.S. 
cars fou nd the heav iest demand 
for their small and more-eco­ 
nomical models. 
So strong has this consu mer 
pressu re been, according to re ­ 
ports which hav e filtered down, 
produ ction schedu les hav e been 
adju sted to meet this change in 
consu mer demand. 
This tightening trend seems 
to come abou t becau se of ad­ 
ju sting bu dgets du e to less in­ 
come prospects; and to prov ide 
for sharp increases in property 
tax es, and for higher costs for 
post-high school edu cation. 


More reaching than this, 
howev er, is that this trend ac­ 
tu ally is a tu rnarou nd from 
the “ bu llish” attitu de which 
consu mers ex pressed du ring 
the prosperou s Six ties. 
Du ring those y ears, a pattern 
dev eloped by consu mer spend­ 
ing was to “ u pgrade” and de­ 
mand the larger and m ore fu lly 
equ ipped and thu s m ore ex pen­ 
siv e dwellings, au tos and appli­ 
ances.

Guerrillas' Gamble 


The selectiv e terrorism of the air­ 
plane hijacker, the kidnaper of diplo­ 
mats, the bomber, the sniper and the 
guerrilla menaces the rule of law at 
home and abroad as has nothing before 
in these recent troubled y ears. 
By definition the terrorist is a fanat­ 
ic, which means he does not operate 
rationally . That in turn means he has 
lost the capacity to measure the conse­ 
quences, to him and to others, of his be­ 
hav ior. 


Most of that behav ior is cowardly . 
Some that has a surface air of brav ery 
is at root just as cowardly . 
It requires no courage for faceless 
men and women to plant bombs, to 
snipe at the police from rooftops or 
passing cars, to abduct unarmed diplo­ 
mats, to ambush the unsuspecting, or 
to wav e weapons about the cabin of a 
plane loaded with innocent trav elers. 
They simply elev ate crim inal 
blackmail, in its most v irulent forms, 
into the political realm—and by that 
fact translate into unmitigated ev il 
whatev er worthy elem ents their 
“ cause” may hav e. 
Selectiv e terrorism is, of course, 
dev ilishly ingenious, since its perpe­ 
trators spring out from the anony mous 
mass, ex act their toll and too often slip 
back, unidentified, into the protectiv e 
numbers of the crowd. 
They can simulate boldness because 
they know the authorities cannot mov e 
against the enfolding mass without v io­ 
lating the human rights of countless in­ 
nocent folk. That ingenuity , so difficult 
to deal with, is at once their ultimate 
cowardice. 
Fanatics may wear idealistic slo­ 
gans on their banners. But it is ideal­ 
ism gone wrong. They are sick, lost 
people. So are their sy mpathizers in 
many lands, including clusters of de­ 
ranged American students who are 
openly fawning on the Arab comman­ 
dos, the kidnaping Tupamaros of Uru­ 
guay , and the white and black Ameri­ 
cans who make murder and destruc­ 
tion their creed. 
The terrorists and their fawners are 
the real recruiting agents of the “ re- 


pression” they profess to fear. But if 
they could understand that, they would 
not be fanatics or sy mpathizers. 
Steeped in the incurable romanti­ 
cism of the emotionally and mentally 
immature, they dramatize themselv es 
as “ rev olutionaries.” They ev idently 
hav e not read of the rarity of real rev o­ 
lution, its shattering cost in blood and 
its totally unpredictable aftermath. 
The regimes which follow rev olution 
usually are worse than those they dis­ 
place. 
Their defensiv e cries against “ re­ 
pression” can hardly cloak the fact 
that they are themselv es activ e practi­ 
tioners of repression. They hav e al­ 
ready limited human freedom and they 
may limit it more. Aside from the 
phy sical and psy chic damage v isited 
upon their direct v ictims, they hav e 
spread eroding fear among millions 
y et untouched. 
Must we now mov e to take key Arab 
lands out of international air com­ 
merce to cope with the hijacking men­ 
ace? Must we place armed guards 
aboard 
aircraft 
and 
painstakingly 
search millions of innocent passengers 
in quest of the cowardly terrorist hid­ 
ing among them? 
The fanatics naturally think, on the 
basis of past willowy performance, 
that the responsible world community 
will not hav e the firmness. Or that if it 
now musters it, the outcry from the in­ 
conv enienced innocent will weaken 
any new resolv es. In a tragically funny 
piece of upside-down logic, a Palesti­ 
nian guerrilla spokesman in Lebanon 
dared to brand as a “ gross v iolation of 
international law” Israel’s placing of 
armed guards on its own planes. Their 
presence caused 
the 
only 
failure 
among four planned hijackings in the 
Arabs’ Sept. 6 air blitz. 
The deranged agents of selectiv e 
v iolence hav e had it incredibly easy so 
far. The saddest thing is that if rational 
leaders now mov e to curb this v aried 
terror, we in the sane world communi­ 
ty shall all lose a little more of the free­ 
dom the fanatics already hav e stolen. 
The price of idealism gone berserk is 
monumentally high for humanity .

What now, Libs? 


A husband and wife team of sociolo­ 
gists from the Univ ersity of Akron re­ 
cently reported on a study they con­ 
ducted among 53 married professional 
women in nearby Clev eland. 
Women’s liberationists will not like 
what they discov ered. 
Instructor T. Neal Garland and his 
wife, known professionally as Prof. 
Margaret M. Poloma, interv iewed 53 
wiv es, 18 of whom were doctors, 14 
were lawy ers and 21 were univ ersity 
faculty members. 
Some of their findings: 
These women had successfully 
combined marriage and a profession, 
but they didn’t want a career in the 
same way a man does. 
Almost all of the wiv es considered, 
by choice, their homemaking roles the 
most important and desirable. 
In 47 of the families, traditional 
role-play ing persisted ov erwhelming­ 
ly ; that is, the man as primarily the 
breadwinner and the woman as pri­ 
marily the homemaker. 
Wiv es who practiced their profes­ 


sion elected a low-key role, with fewer 
hours and fewer commitments to pro­ 
fessional organizations. 
For ex ample, one phy sician-wife 
deliberately restricted her practice to 
av oid surpassing her professor-hus- 
band. 
“ She could hav e outearned her hus­ 
band sev eral times ov er,” say s Profes­ 
sor Poloma. 
In fiv e families, the wife’s earning 
capacity did ex ceed the husband’s, but 
three of these fiv e felt uncomfortable 
about it. 
It is on the question of housework 
that the wiv es most dismally fail to liv e 
up to the ideal of the “ liberated” wom­ 
an. All of them accepted primary re­ 
sponsibility for household chores, 
though they would sometimes like a lit­ 
tle more help from their spouses. 
To cap it all, sev eral of the profes­ 
sional wiv es v olunteered that they 
were enjoy ing “ the 
best of both 
worlds” and wouldn’t change a thing. 
It’s enough to make y ou go out and 
buy another bra to burn.

The ma k ing of a te rroris t 


By 
the 
time 
she 
had 
graduated from Bryn Mawr in 
June of 1963, Diana Oughton 
had traveled among the poor in 
the byways of Europe 
and 
worked closely with children in 
one of Philadelphia’s decaying 
ghettos, but she did not really 
begin to learn about poverty 
until she went to Guatemala. 
When 
she 
filled 
out 
a 
personal information form after 
being accepted by the Quaker- 
run, 
Voluntary 
International 
Service 'Assignments 
(V ISA ) 
program, she put a single word 
after 
the 
heading 
marked 
experience: 
“ None.” 
Barbara Ann Graves, director 
of VISA, felt Diana’s sheltered 
upbringing and gentle character 
would be a handicap and tried 
to dissuade her from the lonely 
assignments 
in 
back-country 
areas. 
Diana refused 
to be 
given 
special 
consideration, 
however, and was assigned to 
the isolated Indian market town 
of Chichicastenango in Guate­ 
mala. 
Chichicastenango is a small, 
still half primitive place where 
Catholic priests look the other 
way when the Indians burn 
incense to the old gods and beat 
ceremonial drums on the steps 
of the church. 
When Diana first arrived she 
was 
struck 
by 
the 
gaudy 
vitality of the town, by the 
bright-colored shawls of the 
Indians, the rambling streets, 
whitewashed buildings, church 
bells and surrounding jungle, a 
damp rank tangle of vines and 
undergrowth 
and 
towering 
trees. She was delighted by the 
market where Indians from the 
surrounding hamlets came to 
sell 
cakes 
of brown 
sugar, 
earthenware, hand-woven cloth, 
firewood, vegetables and fresh­ 
ly 
killed 
goats, 
pigs 
and 
chickens. 
Sees Other Things 
Gradually, however, Diana 
began to see other things —the 
Indians’ bad health, their short 
stature, the small, child-sized 
coffins sold in such numbers in 
the market. 
She 
plunged 
into 
work, 
helping local priests to launch a 
nutritional program, editing a 
newspaper for adults who were 
just learning how to read, and 
helping to care for the children 
who swarmed through the town. 
She 
went 
shopping 
in 
the 
market two or three times a 
week, learning to bargain over 
carrots and cabbages, and she 
began to know and respect 
Father Jose Maria Casas, an 


energetic middle-aged man who 
had spent many years helping 
the Indians. 
The directors of VISA 
in 
Guatemala City, Bill and Donna 
Dreyer, began with the same 
doubts about Diana that B a r­ 
bara Ann Graves originally felt. 
When they saw the speed with 
which Diana learned Spanish 
and the rapport she established 
with the priests and the people 
of 
Chichicastenango, 
their 
doubts disappeared. 
Dreyer 
remembers 
Diana 
most clearly in the market one 
sunlit morning, simply dressed, 
surrounded by Indian children. 
She was 
bargaining with a 
vendor 
for 
vegetables, 
her 
blonde hair catching the light; 
a kind of Northern goddess 
above the dark-skinned, dark­ 
haired throng. 
After Diana had been living 
in 
Guatemala 
for 
several 
months she met Alan Howard, 
a young Fulbright scholar in 
Guatemala 
City. 
He 
was 
running an experimental adult 
reading program in the city’s 
federal prison, and long conver­ 
sations with political prisoners 
had made him cynical about 
the chances of peaceful change 
in the country. 
When Diana told him about 
the work she was doing in 
Chichicastenango, Howard said 
it would never end the poverty 
of the Indians. 
“ You’re only delaying the 
revolution,” he told her. 
Treats Symptoms not Causes 
He argued that VISA was 
treating 
the 
symptoms 
of 
poverty, not the basic causes. 
He pointed to the experience of 
another Fulbright scholar who 
had planned to spend a year 
studying the country’s corpor­ 
ate structure but completed his 
project in a week: There was 
no corporate structure, he said, 
only 
a 
handful 
of 
ruling 
families. 
Whenever Diana was in the 
capital, Guatemala City, she 
would spend the evening with 
Howard, talking late into the 
night about the peaceful revolu­ 
tion envisioned by the Quakers 
and 
the 
violent 
revolution 
already 
under 
way 
in 
the 
mountains to the east. Howard 
argued that Guatemala’s only 
hope for fundamental change 
lay with guerrilla leaders like 
Luis Turcios. 
Howard’s views were shared 
by one of Diana’s Guatemalan 
friends who prescribed violence 
even more bluntly. “ What this 
country needs.” he told Diana, 
“ is to line up the 50 first

Diana, oldest daughter of the 
first family of Dwight, 111., a 
Midwestern 
Republican 
who 
opposed Social Security until 


she went to college and who 
favored Richard Nixon in the 
1960 presidential election, found 
such ideas hard to accept. She 
was 
not 
necessarily 
against 
violence in extreme circumstan- 


ces; but like most Americans, 
she had always assumed that 
hard work could achieve the 
same ends with less suffering. 
Throughout her two years in 
Guatemala 
Diana 
struggled 
with the questions of poverty, 
social justice and revolution. 
She and Ann Aleman, another 
V ISA volunteer in Chichicaste- 
nango, had been exposed to the 
country’s 
deep 
conservative 
roots as soon 
as 
they 
had 
arrived: The priests warned 


them bluntly that discussion of 
birth control or other subjects 
considered 
sensitive 
by 
the 
( atholic Church was forbidden. 
More People than Jobs 
During 
the 
months 
that 
followed, both girls gradually 
began to see that no matter 
how hard they or Father Casas 
worked, there would always be 
more people than food or jobs 
or places to live. 
“ Father Casas is one of the 
finest men I ’ve ever met but 


he’s a tool too,” she once said 
to Mike Kimmell, another VISA 
volunteer living in a small town 
about 15 miles from Chicicaste- 
nango. 
Diana told Kimmell that she 
sometimes doubted she would 
ever make a difference in the 
lives of the Indians, no matter 
what she did. Sometimes she 
took pride in having taught 50 
or more Indian men to read 
Spanish, but then she would 
think, so what? The country is 


still 70 per cent illiterate.

It does not m ean, how ev er, that 
they hav e activ e tu bercu losis. It 
does m ean they shou ld hav e 
m edical check u ps, inclu ding a 
chest X ray . 
The tests and X ray s a re pro­ 
v ided free of charg e, since the 
prog ram is financed throu g h 
the pu rchases

Seals. 
P arental consent is necessary 
before the test or X ray can be 
g iv en. Form s for this pu rpose 
will be g iv en to all hig h school 
stu dents prior to the testing , 
and be retu rned to the school 
before the test or X ray can be 
g iv en.

Unfinished work 
at Amboy High 
is discussed 


AMBOY — Bu siness at the 
reg u lar m eeting of the Board of 
Edu cation Monday ev ening in­ 
clu ded financial reports, pay ing 
of rou tine bills and discu ssion of 
the u nfinished work in the m e­ 
chanical operation of the heat­ 
ing and v entilating sy stem at 
the new hig h school. Georg e 
Thier presided at the m eeting in 
the absence of Dr. 
Jerom e 
H ochstatter, president. 
Su pt. Stephen Clark reported 
that the school is operating 
within the bu dg et and that ex ­ 
penditu res for the first three 
m onths of the fiscal y ear w ere 
abou t $333,000, which 
repre­ 
sents approx im ately one-fou rth 
of the $1,17 4,000 bu dg et set for 
the y ear. Clark estim ated that if 
ex penditu res in the edu cational 
fu nd cou ld be k ept u nder $100,- 
000 per m onth that spending 
wou ld be within the bu dg et. 
He also pointed ou t that the 
state office of pu blic instru ction 
had approv ed a transportation 
claim of $7 2,000 for the y ear. 
The district will be reim bu rsed

am ou nt. In prev iou s y ears the 
state assistance on transporta­ 
tion was fig u red at a flat ra te of 
$24 per stu dent transported and 
the district only receiv ed abou t

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Self-protection steps 
combats rising crime

With consistent reports of in­ 
creasing crime, more and more 
Americans today are concerned 
with problems of protecting 
themselv es and their property 
Ev en thiev es worry abou t being 
v ictims. 
The nu mber ol crimes — in 
1969, there were almost fiv e 
million seriou s crimes — brings 
home to the av erage person the 
fact that no one is immu ne. No 
one. 
P re v e nting c rim e , a ppr e ­ 
hending criminals, determining 
their gu ilt, and pu nishing them 
for their actions, is the bu siness 
of police, cou rts and penal insti­ 
tu tions 
Law enforcement, of 
cou rse, 
is the m ajor thru st 
against crime. 
One aspect of dealing with 
crim e is to approach it from the 
point-o!-v iew of a criminal. 
How does the bu rglar decide 
which home to v ictimize? Why 
does the robber pass one person 
and assau lt another? What does 
the rapist do when a potential 
v ictim scream s? 
Any adv ice is based on two 
m ajor 
premises 
relating 
to 
c r im ina ls : (1) No crim ina l 
wants to be cau ght. (2) The thief 
abhors work . 
The goal is to m ak e the crim i­ 
nal u nderstand that if he is go­ 
ing to attempt to bu rglarize 
y ou r home, rob y ou or assau lt 
y ou in any way , he is risk ing 
getting cau ght 
or he’s going to 
hav e to work v ery , v ery hard to 
get what he ’s after. 
A ru n-of-the-mill thief whose 
crim es are committed to pay 
for dru gs, relates. 
" I ’m what y ou 'd call a door­ 
k nob tu rner. I’ll try doors to see 
if they are open. I cou ld u se a 
shim or a jimmy (bu rglar's 
tools to open doors) bu t when I 
begin to panic for money 
I 
sometimes hav en’t got time to 
ev en gel a jimmy , ex cept for 
m ay be a screwdriv er. So if 
y ou ’v e got a jimmy proof lock on 


y ou r door, y ou ’re really beating 
m e." 
This ru n-of-the-mill crook s is 
probably ty pical of thou sands of 
thiev es. 
Among thiev es, being profes­ 
sional connotes being sk illed 
and resou rcefu l in the sam e 
way as a doctor or lawy er. 
Su ch a professional bu rglar 
an ex pert 
sa fe c ra c k e r- e x ­ 
plains that he will bu rglarize 
priv ate homes when there is no 
large commercial job. su ch as 
a jewelry store or su perm ark et. 
“ You handle that k ind of job 
differently than a commercial 
job. which is mostly night work , 
or Su nday work . 1 try to be as 
carefu l with a hou se job as a 
commercial one becau se a bu st 
(a rre s t) on a hou se job is still a 
bu st and hu rts as mu ch as get­ 
ting bu sted in a safe job. So. if 
it 's night and I’v e cased a place 
and there are lights in different 
rooms, or sou nds coming from 
the place. 1 will probably pass 
it There are other things which 
stop me or which stop other 
gu y s The idea in my bu siness is 
not to get cau ght.” 
There are pu rse snatchers 
and mu ggers who get u pset if 
m em bers of their family go into 
certain areas at 
night. 
One 
pu rse snateller say s: 
“ We u sed to hide near an u n­ 
derpass and y ou cou ld alway s 
cou nt on some du mb old lady 
walk ing throu gh. Ev en a k id 
can shov e a woman lik e that off 
her feet and get away with her 
bag. Some people nev er learn 
no m atter how many times y ou 
tell them. If I was a woman I 
wou ldn’t tak e su ch a chance ” 
As these v ariou s thiev es talk 
abou t their crim es in su bse­ 
qu ent articles in this series, 
they prov ide clu es to steps the 
lawabiding citizen can tak e to 
fru strate criminal designs. 
No miracles are promised. II 
wou ld be a cru el deception to 
su ggest, for ex ample, that it is 
tru ly possible t o hav e KM) per 
cent secu rity and still mov e 


freely in society . There is a 
teeter-totter effect in self-secu r- 
ity becau se the m ore secu re y ou 
m ak e a place the more y ou re ­ 
strict conv enience. 
There simply 
is 
no 
safe­ 
gu ard 
in term s of weapons or 
dev ices 
against 
people 
who 
su ddenly begin shooting strang ­ 
ers on the street. In many in­ 
stances. what is perfectly sou nd 
adv ice regarding a robber or a 
bu rglar, may not apply when 
that robber or that bu rglar is 
dru nk or influ enced by dru gs. 
Bu t there is a way to deal with 
criminals by ex ploiting their 
basic ignorance, weak ness and 
fear. By u nderstanding what 
they do and why they do it. it 
may be possible to follow com 
mon sense rou tines to tip the 
balance in fav or of the law- 
abiding person

Profit-takers lurking about Wall Street 
Legal 


W ASHINGTO N (U P I) -The 
economic upturn predicted for 
the second half of 1970 has been 
slow to develop. Would you like 
to know what 
is holding 
it 
back? 
Very well. The answer can be 
found in the daily stock market 
analyses that come out of Wall 
Street. Here are a few typical 
excerpts. 
“ ..'.Stock 
market 
hit

another bout of profit taking- 
...Prices opened 
higher 
and 
continued to move ahead until 
the 
afternoon 
session 
when 


profit taking took its toll...Min­ 
ing shares turned 
lower 
in 
profit taking...” 
Those gleanings 
from 
the 
financial press make it obvious 
that economic recovery is being 
impeded by profit taking. It 
seems that almost every time 
Wall Street gets a good rally 
going, the profit takers move in 
and stop it cold 
W a l 
l 
.Street 
is In fe ste d 
The impression I get is that 
Wfall Street is infested with 
roving bands of profit takers 
who 
lurk 
about 
the 
stock 


exchange ready to pounce upon 
the first rally that comes along. 
It could be, however, that 
profit taking is the work of a 
single highly organized gang. 
Any day now, you might pick 
up a paper and see a headline 
like this: ‘‘Profit taking ring 
uncovered on Wall Street.” 
In 
any 
event, 
it 
appears 
certain that if the profit taking 
rate continues to increase it 
will become a major political 
issue, perhaps with allegations 
that the Nixon administration is 
“ soft on profit takers.” 


With that in mind, I called up 
a fellow I know’ w'ho works for 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission to ask him what 
measures could be taken to 
control the profit taking wave. 
A (»ood Slogan, Hut... 
“ Getting tough with profit 
takers makes a good slogan, 
but it isn't all that simple,” he 
said. “ We've got to be careful 
not to violate their constitution­ 
al rights. 
“ Also bear in mind that 90 
per cent of the profit in this 
country is taken by people who 


are 
hooked 
on 
money 
and 
resort to profit taking in order 
to feed their habits. 
“ If you could find some way 
to keep money out of circula­ 
tion. you would reduce profit 
taking But despite the Federal 
Reserve Board’s tight money 
campaign, the stuff is still fairly 
plentiful. 
“ And although the highest 
incident of profit taking occurs 
in big city financial districts, it 
has spread to the suburbs.” 
Okay. I ’ll agree there isn’t 
any easy solution.

A—There are several kinds of 
clotting defects. The best known 
are purpura and hemophilia. 
Vitamin K deficiency is only one 
kind. 
Q—My doctor say s I have too 
many platelets in my blood. 
What is the normal number and 
what are they for? 
A—Although 
the 
norm al 
platelet count is 200,000 to 300,- 
000 per cubic m illim eter, I have 
never heard of any one having 
too many . They are necessary 
for normal clotting and too few 
may cause clotting difficulties. 
Q—My blood is AB. I have 
heard that this ty pe is rare and 
that I can give blood only to oth­ 
er AB ty pes but that 1 can re­ 
ceive any ty pe. Is this true? 
A—Yes, but since there is 
more to transfusion than getting 
the proper ABO blood ty pe the 
re c ip ie nt’s blood 
m ust 
be 
checked with that of the donor 
under the microscope (cross­ 
matching).
